At any rale, whatever may be 
their thoughts, it isaitunied by their />ror- 
tirt that the more respectable order of 
our civil offices cannot be Ailed out of 
our own population, but must be supplied 
out of the Downing -street carpi- de 
rntrrr. Some ye.irs uro, i nit ruction* 
were sent out by the Minister that all 
colonial appointment! worth a hundied 
aad. I pounds a year and upwards, were tu 
j be considered enclusivelv his own, 
and were in no instance to be filled up by 
(he Govihnob without an express stipula- 
tion that the incumbent should hold hint- 
j^otme, ianuiiy *, with troops, ln ns fc„ rws tu rniir on the arrival of 

the Downing- itreel favourite. Nor hive 
we heard that, aa regards New rjouth 
Walfi, Ihii avaricioui tnonojioly hoi ever 
been lelinqiiithed. As regards Canada, 
it hat been given tip entirely , Lord Stan - 
Uf having declared in the Mouse of 
Cotnmoni, that the local patronage of that 
province ihoolj be exclusively dispensed 
by Ibe local authorities. And why has 
tint a similar concession been made tu this 
country ? Though our population is not 
al present of equal extent with that of 
Canada, we are at least, in proportion 
to our numben, of equal wraith and in- 
telligence, and at Tar greater lalue 
as importers of British i ill mi fact urea 
And certainly we are nut behiurf niir 
Canadian fcllovfsubjfcta in point uf 
loyo/fy. We have not gone quiff so 
far ii they hive in asserting our real 
or imaginary right!, or iu seeking 
redrew for our real or imaginary wrungi. 
We have not waved the fug of indepeo* 
' dence, nor drawn the sword of rebellion. 
The wont overt act of disaffection to which 
»♦ have bttn urged even by the wildest 
of our newspaper PseiKEits, it to innitt 
the person of our gracious btoTtunox by 
keeping away from .the Hirtli-Jty Levee . 
but we think the events of next Monday 
will triumphantly vindicate our luyallr 
from this pajlry aspersion, Jfo— . though 
We have many grievances to tax our pati- 
ence — grievaacei incosnjianibly heavier 
than thuse which drove Canada to revolt— 
vre hare contented ourselves with those 
oonitituiiunal means of demanding redress, 
which Ihc Minister himself can neither 
reproach nor eventually resist. 

If, then, the mere number of heads is 
ihr only point in w hich we are not equal, 
to the Canadians, and if in most other 
point! we are their superiors, », are 
at • luai to understand un what good 
ground! tbey should be treated mure fa- 
vourably than uurselves. Besides the in - 
vidioui distinction of reli«vtng them from 
an odious corn -law to which we are still

generally of ■ superior order loan)' (hat 
could be supplied out uf our local popu- 
lation, we must taJte leave, without in- 
tending the slightest peraoual disrespect 
to any one, to say that it is not borne 
uut by the evidence of facta. As 
regard! the merely e/eriewf part of their 
duliei— the departmental work — 

our principal officers are neither better 
nor worse that officers well educated in 
tbe colony would be. Our se miliarias 
turn turned out young men in abun- 
wHose abilities and acquire- 
would have placed them, in this 
particular, on a footing of perfect equality, 
to aay the least, with the most etleient of 
our Eogliih-trained officials. 

But as regards the more MfeiVecfW 
claas of official qualifications, we need 
only mark the proceedmgs of our colonial 
legislature, to be latufied that Dowmng- 
iireet stars are not always of the first 
magnitude. Lei the least censorious ob- 
•erver take notice of the " treaiury 
benches" in that assembly , and if be can 
point out not naaater-mind amongst the 
occupants, or diKOier even a respectable 
mediocrity of talent in the average of 
their sayings and doings, he will have 
done what nad never been done before,
